FORD REAFFIRMS U.S. 
COMMITMENT TO ISRAEL

| Katzir that U.S. foreign policy will 
continue to be based on strong 
Moral principles because in the 
long run that is the policy that is 

most successful, 

During a half-hour White House 
meeting, President Ford also said 
that the U.S. will never endanger 
Israel'a security. 


Informed diplomatic sources here 
said that the President strongly 
reiterated ‘that the best hope for 
Middle East settlement lies in 
Secretary of State Kissinger’s 
step-by-step negotiating approach. 

Following the meeting. which 
was described by the sources a5 
“very friendly," the White House 
issued a statement which said as 
follows:

» The Egyptian government has 
“ield a series of discussions with 
-‘he four major powers — the U.S. 
“he Soviet Union, Britain and France 
on the form of international 
yuarantees to back an agreement 
retween the Arabs and Israel, the 
sources added. 

These discussions reflect Egypt's 
optimism that U.S. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger will be able 
to negotiate an agreement this 
month for further Israeli troop 
withdrawals on the Egyptian front. 

They are also further evidence of 
Egypt's belief, recently expreased 
oy President Anwar Sadat, that 
peace is possible in the Middle East. 

Egyptian sources said it was 
umely to consider the machinery 
for guaranteeing a settlement.

Seven Knesset Members have 
tabled motions about the Ma’ale 
Adumim settlement id, and the 
Presidium accorded them urgency 
for debate tomorrow. 

Supporting the settlers are Ehud 
Olmert (Likud), Yehuda Ben-Meir 
(NRP} and Mordechai Ben-Porat 
{Alignment Labour), But Yehuda 
Yudin (Alignment Mapam), Nissim 
Eliad (ILP), Avraham Levenbraun 
(New Communists) and Meir Pail 
(Moked) will present a critical line. 

The settlement bid caused some 
fireworks at the Alignment faction 
executive yesterday, because of the 
fact that the two Alignment ΜΈ, 
Ben-Porat iex-Rafi) and Yudin 
{Mapam), hal also tabled motions 
for the agenda. Faction chairman 
Moshe Wertman chided the two for 
tabling motions after the Cabinet 
had. he said, solved the problem 
successfully. 

Nevertheless, the two Mapam 
men on the executive, Yudin and 
Dov Zakin, argued hotly with their 
critics, Davld Coren (ex-Rafi) and 
Shoshana Arbeli (ex-Ahdut Avoda) 
that the bid must be eliminated. 
Coren and ArbeH replied that the 
settlers would never have acted 
the way they did had not some 
Ministers dragged their feet. 

Before Wednesday's plenum, heavy 
pressure is likely to be exerted on 
both Ben-Porat and Yudin to with- 
draw their motions. 

A Knesset Member close to the 
Gush Emunim movement told The 
Post tna. the ‘settlers teit they had 
won 9 considerable victory by get- 
ting the dwelling rights of fami- 
lies confirmed. This MK said he 
did not think the group would take

Timna Mines 
to dismiss 
200 workers

EILAT. -— The management of the 
Timna Copper Mines announced 
here yesterday that they plan to 
fire 200 workers, over 20 per cent 

of the work force. 

Managing Director Uri Wurtz- 
berger, who made the announce- 
ment, said the company was tak- 
ing the step as part of a cut-back 
im operations in the face of grow- 
ing losses. The copper mines, north 
of here, had a deficit of IL30m. to 
1L35m. in the 1974-75 fiscal year. 

The mine's werk» committee and 
the local labour council, who were 
both told of the move yesterday 
afternoon, have not yet indicated 
what action they will take. The 
company has promised to find work, 
if possible, for the miners in Eilat 
and with the town's chronic short 
age of workers, this is not thought 
to be difficult. 

The company said that its losses 
were due to the world slump in 
copper prices (by over 50 per cent 
in one year) combined with rising 
costa. 


‘WON’T OPEN SUEZ CANAL UNTIL 
ISRAELI GUNS OUT OF RANGE’ 


CAIRO (UPI). — The Suez Canal 
is near the reopening stage techni- 
cally but until Israel pulls backs 
cut of artillery range, as Egyptian 
leaders have said, no date will be 
set for resumption of commercial 
ship traffic. 

“The opening of the Suez Canal 
is not far of from the technical 
point of view but till now the date 
has not been fixed from the poli- 
tical point cf view." Suez Canal 
Authority chairman Maskhour Ah- 
med Mashhour sald after a recent 
tour of the area.

TEL AVIV. — A supersonic pilot, known as auto- 
commander, capable of relieving fighter and bomber 
pilots of their mechanical flight routine and enabling 
them to concentrate on target pinpointing or other 
tasks while flying at better than twice the speed 
of sound is now being mass produced in Israel by 
MBT, an affiliate of the Israel Aviation Industries. 

The moduler constructed unit is generally consi- 


dered one of the most sophisticated 


electronic gadgets incorporated into modern fighter- 
bomber aircraft and is of particular value in the 


singlo-geater, multiple role aircraft 
Israel Air Force. 
The price was not disclosed but 


The Authority said it had made 
an agreement with an Egyptian firm 
to knock down the sand embank- 
ments and former Israeli Bar-Lev 
Une to a pcint 200 metres east of 
the Canal, The west bank would 
be left intact.

The first ships to be allowed 
through when the Canal is officlaliy 
reopened, the spokesman said, will 
be four Egyptian vessels now at the 
southern port of Suez. These same 
four ships were towed through the 
waterway last November, becoming 
the first commercial vessels to go 
through since the 1967 war. 

One other commercial ship — an 
Egyptian oli tanker with a 22-foot 
draught — made the journey from 
Suez to Port Said on January 20, 
the spokesman said. He claimed 
that no other vessels, except naval 
units engaged in mine-clearing 
operations and very small craft, 
have been through the Canal in 
almost eight years.

Rabinowitz: Accord 
on tax paves way 
for reform in July

Finance Minister Yehoshua Rabi- 
mowitz told the Knesset yesterday 
that the compromise he worked out 
this week with the Histadrut and 
the Manufacturers Association had 
paved the way for the planned 
reform in direct ‘axea this July. 

Replying to the debate on the 
1975/76 Budget Bill, which was 
approved on the first reading by a 
clear majority, the Finance Minister 
noted that per capita consumption 
rose in 1974 by the same five per 
cent as in the two previous years. 

He said that the new, reduced 
employers tax would be abolished 
with the introduction of the Value 
Added Tax, since wages were the 


“main component of VAT. He denied 


firmly that the Treagury’s agree- 
ment with the Histadrut of Dec- 
ember 19, 1974 said anything about 
Bot increasing taxes. He produced 
the agreement to prove his point. 

The Finance Minister hoped that 
VAT would be introduced in October 
of ‘this year, four months after the 
direct tax reforms. 

The Treasury's forecast of revenue 
for the new fiscal year was not at 
all exaggerated, he said. Tax col- 
lection would be intensified and the 
resources at the disposal of the 
economy would grow as well. 

Nowadays, he predicted, with the 
rat signs of a alowdown in con- 
sumer demand, part of the in- 
creased costs due to the higher 
taxes would be absorbed by manu- 
facturers, wholesalers and retailers. 

He complained that the talk about 
tax dodging, which had been ex- 
aggerated, did not Lmaprove the si- 
tuation but merely whipped up pub- 
lic feeling. However, he would back 
whatever further legislation re- 
quired to deter tax dodgers. 

The employment situation was 
still sound, he noted. The Govern- 
ment aimed to eliminate over-em- 
Ployment and at the same time 
eliminate possible pockets of jobless- 
ness, with the accent on the de-

Bonn to study 
higher Israel aid

The Federal German government 
has agreed to study Israel's request 
for an increased annual aid package 
— but no decision is expected in the 
near future. German ministers have 
assured Israel that in the meantime 
the aid will continue at its present’ 
level of DM140m. (1L368m.) each 
year.

{The Government, faced with 
opposition to the payroll tax by 
both the Histadrut and the em. 
ployera, had agreed to reduce the 
rate from 7.5 to four per cent 
after discussions with both par- 
ties. It said, at the time, that 
both had accepted this, along 


with a one-month postponement 
of the implementation, from 
April to May. 


(But Mark Mosevics, president 
of the manufacturers, stated that 
not only was this not an accept- 
ed arrangement, but he had made 
it clear to Finance Minister Ye- 
hoshua Rabinowitz that no pay- 
roll tax whatever was acceptable 
to the manufacturers.) 

In addition to refusing to co- 
with the Government, the 
coordinating committee decided to 
employ all other Jegal means and 
mobilize public opinion against the 
tax. Their Jeaders have already ap- 
peared before the Knesset Finance 
and Economic committees, and have 
cabled Premier Yitzhak Rabin ask- 
ing to have the tax cancelled. 
The various branches of em- 
Ployers, a spokesman for the com- 
mittee told The Jerusalem Post. 
will hold emergency meetings this 
week and next, to protest against 
the tax, and to explain why they 
cannot bear it. (A notable example. 
he said, was the hotel industry, 
which is experiencing its worst 
crisis ever.)

and the Knesset plenum, after the 
Government's compromise position. 
One source indicated to The Post 
that the employers’ threat not to 
cooperate “was ἃ double-edged 
sword,” since this cooperation was 
as essential to the employers as it 
was to the Government, or even 
more so. He thought the manu- 
facturers were a little victory drunk 
after the ‘Treasury relented and 
agreed to reduce the tax rate — 
but further pressure. from them 
would only harden the Govern- 
ment’s position, especially since the 
Histadrut, which had formed a 
united front with them at first, had 
agreed to the new rate, 


The Treasury spokesman, mean-~ 


while, said yesterday it was to be 
regretted that the employers were 
not willing to compromise, as the 
Government had. But, he emphasiz- 
ed, there is no intention to reduce 
the tax any further. 

One of the controversies on the 
possible effects of the new tax has 
been compensation to exporters, 
whom the Government solemnly 
promised to compensate for in- 
creased costs. But there is no point 
in talking about such compensation 
while the employers are engaged 
in an all-out struggle against the 
tax itself, Gidon Naor, head of the 
Export Institute, told The Post. 

The Institute. Naor said, has cal- 
culated that the 7.5 per cent pay- 
roll tax originally proposed would 
require the export incentives to be 
raised by 26 ag. per Collar of added 
yalue. Thus, if the compromise rate 
of four per cent is enacted, this 
would require an incentive increase 
of 15 ag. per dollar. 

However, he emphasized, there are 
no talks being held with Govern- 
ment officials on the subject, since 
exporters have by nO means ac- 
cepted the payroll tax, even at the 
four per cent rate, 85 a foregone 
conclusion. 

Uzl Nedivi, director of Foreign 
Trade at the Commerce and Indus- 
try Ministry, also said yesterday it 
was premature to discuss what com- 
pensation would be given exporters. 
The tax would apply only as of 
April 1, which means it would be 
levied only from the beginning of 
May and this leaves enough 
time to settle the issue. Mr. Nedivi 
confirmed that several approaches 
to the compensation issue have been 
discussed at the Ministry, including 
one suggestion that the exporters 
be exempt from the tax, rather than 
receiving a rebate. 


Management blamed 
for inefficiency

BEERSHEBA. — Minister of Com- 
merce and Industry Halim Bar-Lev 
on Sunday blamed ‘management for 
the fact that productivity in Israel 
igs 80 per cent lower than in the 
U.S., Europe and Japan. 

He warned that those industries 
which do not streamline themselves 
for quality production will be forced 
to close because Israel industries 
will have to compete with the Com- 
mon Market within 10 years. 

“We shall deal with an enormous 
market, and we must change our 
old-fashioned systems," he de- 
clared. 

Mr. Bar-Lev, who was speaking at 
a ceremony of the Ben-Gurion Uni- 
versity of the Negev, asserted that 
the objectives to the employers tax 
and the purchase tax were right in 
principle. 

“But we have no choice because 
the new budget of IL.56b, Is in every 
sense an emergency budget, and on- 
ly TL15b, remains for the develop- 
ment of the country,” he explained. 
“We can not cut any more from the 
army, education, heaith. police and 
Social welfare because these budgets 
have already been cut to the bone.” 


Although he conceded that there 
is ‘tax evasion, the Minister declared 
it wasn't as high as quoted In the 
press. 


The Minister sounded an optimis- 
tic note with the hope that there 
would be full employment in spite 
of the high budget and current fis- 
cal policy.

Man ‘dies’ 


25 times in guilty of embezzling | 


single day 


HAIFA. — A local man in his 
fifties recently “died” 25 times 
In a single day before being 
nursed back to full health in the 
intensive care cardiac unit here. 

Dr. A. Gidron, director of the 
unit, told Itim yesterday of the 
the man was brought in after 
suffering a heart attack. Soon 
after he arrived, his heart stop- 
ped beating, but doctors managed 
to get it going again through 
prompt massage and electric 
shock treatment. 

The same thing happened again 
soon afterwards, and the patient 
was placed under close observa- 
tion. In all, the man’s heart 
stopped beating 25 tiems that 
day, Dr. Gidron said. and each 
time was successfully reactivated. 
He noted that cases of clinical 
death — when a patient's heart 
stops functioning — are falrly 
common, but what made this 
ease so remarkable was the 
number of times the patient was 
sucecsatully revived, 

The man is now back with his 
family after passing the usual 
recuperation period in hospital, 
apparently none the worse for 
his persistent flirtation with 
death,

TEL AVIV. — The District Court 
here yesterday convicted three 
former directors of the Habimoh 
National Theatre of embezzling more 
than half a million pounds from 
1962 to 1968. 

Asher Sherf, 42, the former ad- 
ministrative director obtained some 
11400,000, Bat-Am! Elyashiv, 69, re- 
ceived 11.188,000, and Avraham Ni- 
nio, 57, embezzled 0L94,000. As part 
of their loot Sherf and Elyashiv 
both acquired pianos. Al] three are 
to be sentenced on Monday. 

The three were first charged in 
1970, but the trial was delayed by 
various preliminary defence argu- 
ments. The first discrepancies in the 
Habimah accounts were found by 
Treasury officials investigating poa- 
sible tax evasion. 

Judge Dov Levin noted that the 
defendants had in fact begun their 
embezzling activities with avoiding 
taxea —- by submitting fictitious 
receipts for themselves and others. 
From there, he said, they went on 
to obtaining theatre funds as well 
as contributions from supporters of 
the institution. ‘The judge noted that 
their activities reflected a wide- 
spread practice in Israel society. 

i the course of the trial 
some 80 witnesses were heard and 
hundreds of documents examined. 
The judge's decision alone covered 
125 pages. 

In their pleas for leniency, Asher 
Sherf’s attorney said under-the-table 
Payments were part of the Israel 


system. He also noted his client 
Rad been an armoured corps officer. 
Bat-Ami Elyashiv’s lawyer said she 
was in poor health, while the de- 
fence attorney for Avraham Ninio 
Pointed out that his client left the 
Habimah management in 1965 and 
had cooperated with the police ix 
their investigation.

— The police are 
baffled by a well organized gang 
of thieves with a sweet tooth, With- 
in a six-month period three truck- 
loads of sugar, containing a total 
of 80 tons, have been stolen, and 
the police have not yet arrested 
any suspects. 

The first truck was hijacked in 
July. It left Ashdod port with about 
twenty-five tons of sugar, and was 
parked at one of the service sta- 
tions on the road whHe the driver 
went to the toilet When he came 
out, the truck was gone. It was 
found a couple of days later, empty. 


The second incident occurred last 
September, when a truck with 8 
false Ucence and papers lined up 
in the queue of trucks ing sugar 
from a ship at Ashdod port. it left 
the port with about 25 tons of 
sugar, and since then no sign of 
either truck or sugar has been 
found. 


The third theft occurred last 
month. Truckdriver MatzHah Miz- 
rahi of the Lishkat Hovala Yeru- 
shalayim truck company drove his 
truck containing 30 tons of sugar 
from Hilat port to Jerusalem, 


where he parked it near his house. - 


He did mot take the sugar directly 
to the Ministry of Commerce depot 
‘warehouse, because the depot had 
closed for the aight. 
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thed gang. 


When Mizrahi woke up next 
morning he discovered that his truck 
had been stolen. It was found empty 
at the entrance to Kiryat Malachi, 
in the south, a day later. 

According to trucking company 
officials, the police have been 
dragging their feet with this last 
case. Mizrahi is algo worried, since 
if the gang and the sugar is not 
found, he may have to pay the 
1IL180,000 cost of the sugar out of 
his own pocket.

The first summit of the Organiz- 
ation of Petroleum-Exporting Coun- 
tries (Opec) opens here today. But 
even as the feadera flew into AL 
giers, the summit already was 
weakened by the absence of five of 
its most powerful men — including 
King Faisal of Saudi Arabia — and 
bedevilied by slowly crumbling oil 
Prices, 

In public, the three-day summit 
was scheduled to counter any hint 
of disunity with frequent statements 
on aolidarity. In private, ministers 
meeting here to prepare the sum- 
mit were reported near agreement 
on two ideas to keep prices up: 

— A fund to heip any Opec 
nation which might need money 
fast and would be tempted to cut 
prices to increase sales. 

-- An index to link oil prices to 
those of 20 or 30 of the oil nations’ 
major imports. If world inflation 
continues, off prices would go up 


But the two plans were in qut- 
line only, without details, Previous 
Opec statements on the inflation 
index said it would not take effect 
until 1976 or 1977. 

Of the 13 Opec members, eight 
residents or 


leaders of Saudi ‘Arabia, Nigeria, 
Indonesia, Libya and Iraq — who 
among them acccunt for more than 
half of Opec's total output — sent 
aides in their place. 

The absence of Faisal and of 
Libyan President Mu’ammer Gaddafi 
left the Shah of Iran as the clearly 
dominant at the summit, 
which will be held in the Palais des 
Nations in a resort complex beside 
the Mediterranean, west of Algiers.

‘Fifth of world’s oilfields 
closing because of slump’ 


WASHINGTON (AP). — “Business 
is slowing down around the world 
at such a rapid rate that it has 
forced the closing of 20 per cent 
of the world’s producing oilfields,” 
the “Washington Post" reported 


The newspaper said “the growing 
oil surplus is showing up in every 
nation that produces oil for export. 
The worldwide surplus is now esti- 
mated to be between eight and 10 
million barrels a day, with most 
oil experts Jeaning toward the 


‘The “Post” quoted William Slick, 
senior vice-president of the Exxon 


and 80 per cént, and the same with 
téiikef capacity. There are 80 many 


unused tankers in the world right 
now that they can be rented for 
Jess than cost. 

“It's all triggered by the rising 
supply surplus which a few oll ob- 
servers (U.S. Secretary of the 
Treasury William Simon among 
them) think is as high as 11 mil- 
lion barrels a day. Accept the lower 
estimate of 10 or even 9 million 
barrels and there still is a world- 
wide surplus of about 20 per cent,” 
the “Post” said. 

The surplus is growing, the “Post” 
continued, because demand 
sbrinking, and demand is shrinking, 
because of the worldwide business 
endown and because customers 

no longer afford to buy large

Six bomb attacks 
in French cities 


AUCH, France. — Six bombs went 
off in cities and towns in southwest 
France during the night, police re~ 
ported yesterday.

Some 
damage wes extensive but there 
were no casualties, the police said. 

The main tax office at Auch was 
severely, damaged and windows 
broken over a 100-metre radius.

a bomb was also planted at the 
Air Algeria office. 

The bomb in Toulouse sheared 
off the facade of the airline office. 
The explosion marked the seventh 
such attack on the Algerian com- 
pany in Toulouse, the sixth occur- 
ring one month ago. Fifteen minutes 
earlier the airline's office in Lyon 
was attacked, setting off an alarm 
at a nearby bank which alerted 
police Immediately. 
- Police speculated the bombs at 
the Air Algeria offices were planted 
by groups opposing the presence in 
France of Aigerian lahourers and 
thelr families.

A UNIQUE OPPORTUNITY now 
exists for the government to res- 
tructure the two ministries most 
immediately concerned with social 
services—Labour and Welfare—and 
thus clear away some of the jungle 
of overlap and duplication which 
has over the years engulfed these 
services. 

All direct income support pay- 
ments should be trnaferred from the 
Welfare Miniatry to the National 
Insurance Institute, which is under 
the jutisdiction of the Labour Min- 
istry, And the Welfare Ministry 
should be expanded to provide all 
social services not only for the 
needy, but also for the general pop- 
ulation. This, in a nutshell, is the 
proposal of Dr. Israel Katz, which 
he explained to The Jerusalem Post 
last week. Dr. Katz, former head 
of National! Insurance, is now 
director of the Brookdale Institute 
of Gerontology and Adult Human 
Development, which is red 
by the American Joint Distribution 
Committee, with the assistance of 
the Brookdale Foundation and the 
Israel Government. The Institute, 
which has a staff of 50, is devoted 
to independent research covering 
most areas of health and welfare. 

Dr. Katz's proposal is the second 
of two alternatives set forth in the 
recommendations of the 1973 Prime 
Minister’s Committee on Disadvant- 
aged Youth. The first, more radical 
proposal envisaged abolishing the 
present Welfare Ministry and con- 
centrating all its functions in a 
mew, enlarged ministry based on 
the present Labour Ministry. The

Politics of Ma’ale Adumim 


Davar (Histadrut) commenting on

Adumim, notes that the government 
decisions on the issue specify that 
there is to be no accommodation at 
Ma’ale Adumim for anyone not dl- 
rectly engaged in the planned con- 
struction project.

More- 
over this latest visit which begins 
in Egypt on Thursday may shed 
light on the ambiguous positions of 
the parties concerned, mainly that 
of Cairo. 

Regarded as the most critical of 
all his many trips to the area 
since the 1913 October war, Kis- 
singer's present mission is expect- 
ed to determine the fate of both 
Washington's step-by-step approach 
philosophy. and the prospects of 
resuming the Geneva peace talks. 
As a result it may mark a turning 
point for the regton: elther towards 
peace or towards a fifth war be- 
tween the Arabs and Israel. 

So far a “guarded optimism” is 
being expressed over the secret 
American formula said to bridge 
the positions of Egypt and Israel, 
both of which evidently remain 
locked in basic differences. 

Only this week, Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat was reported to 
have told a group of political and 
military aides that he rejects any 
political aspects to a future move 
in Sinai, stressing that a second 
stage settlement would be a purely 
military operation with no political 
overtones. 

In contrast, Premier Yitzhak 
Rabin emphasized at the same time 
that such a second-stage settlement 
will have to be based on three prin- 
ciples: a political commitment 
on a bilateral basis; geopolitical 
atrangements on the ground; and 
the start of progress towards peace 
involving in the first stages coope- 
ration in the economic and com- 
munication fields.

THE BROADER MEANING of the 
bid by the political parties for the 
State to bail them out of their 
past debts seems to have been over- 
shadowed by its political aspects.

Only 
one convoy has made it this year, 
and this struggled home in three 
parts, The last convoy to reach 
Phnom Penh was at the end of 
January. 

At the end of February there was 
not a critical shortage of food be- 
cause a lot of rice had been stock- 
piled before the end of last year. 
Plenty of vegetables have been 
grown in and around Phnom Penh. 
But on a daily basis, assuming there 
were no reserves of fuel or food, 
Phnom Penh would need 1,500 tons 
of supplies a day to survive.
